LARGELY IN LINE WITH CONSENSUS. IN CONNECTION WITH 

PREPARATION ENVCOM MINISTERIAL, NETHERLANDS DEL STATED 

THAT SO FAR ABOUT TWELVE COUNTRIES HAVE ALREADY UNOFFICIALLY 

INDICATED THEIR AGREEMENT TO DUTCH CHARMANSHIP 

FROM INFORMAL DISCUSSIONS WITH DEPARTMENT, MISSION UNDERSTANDS 

US HAS NO PROBLEM THIS RESPECT, BUT WOULD APPRECIATE 
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2. SECRETARIAT INTRODUCED ENV(74) 18, 1975 PROGRAM 
PROPOSALS, STATING THAT THIS DOCUMENT NOW WITH SECGEN FOR 
INCORPORATION IN PROGRAM. MAJOR CHANGES COULD THUS 

BE MADE ONLY IN FAT, I. CONSIDERATION OF 1975 OECD BUDGET, 

BUT PROGRAM FLEXIBLE ENOUGH TO ABSORB MINOR MODIFICATIONS. 
CUT IN REAL RESOURCES FOR 1975 WOULD PROBABLY NOT 
EXCEED 2 PERCENT ( 8 MAN-MONTHS), WHICH WOULD NOT 
AFFECT PROGRAM. REAL PROBLEM WILL BE REALLOCATION OF 
RESOURCES FOR ADEQUATE TREATMENT NEW PRIORITY AREAS DEVE 
LOPED FROM ACTION PROPOSALS TO ENVIRONMENT MINISTERS 
PROGRAM RECEIVED GENERAL ENDORSEMENT, BUT SEVERAL DELS, 
INCLUDING US, CALLED FOR MORE DETAIL AND PRECISION IN

ISSUES WITH ENOUGH PRECISION TO HOLD MEMBER-COUNTRY INTEREST. 
IN PARTICULAR, PARA 28, LAND USE AND ENVIRONMENTAL 
QUALITY, CAME UNDER HEAVY FIRE AS VIRTUALLY MEANINGLESS 
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IN PRESENT FORM, AND, ON BEHALF OF ENVCOM. DELS
